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SAT, DAT, ACT, all three letter words that have become familiar 
to students through the course of their high school years. And 
now the State Board of Education has given students a new 
acronymn, SOL. The Standards of Learning were administered 
statewide to students in the core subjects of math, science, english, 
and social studies in all grade levels. While the tests were in plan- 
ning for some time, most students were unaware of them until this 
year. Many were unsure of their purpose and how scores would be 
used. Guidance counselor Martha Mullen attended various work- 
shops and seminars to learn about the SOLs. 
"right now, the tests are very expirimental. The plan for the SOLs 
is that they will eventually replace the Literacy Passport Testing 
and perhaps even final exams," said Mullen. For the class of 2004, 
the SOLs could be a determing factor in whether a student gradu- 
ates. For those who took the tests this year, the SOL score will 
simply be placed in their record and should bear no negative ef- 
fects. 

But facts aside, the student opinion was, as always, varied. Many 
students agreed with sophomore Erin Koertge. "The tests were not
